The Reich says: ‘‘ Until such time 
2s our armies receive the needed mili- 
tary supplies the most sensible thinz 
is to avoid a battle and retreat to 
previously prepared positions, even 
though such retirement carry with ‘it 
the-occupation by the enemy of more 
extensive territory than they pre- 
viously held. It is better to give up 
territory which may te regained than 
to sacrifice an army which could oe 
replaced only with difficulty.’’ 

Quoting a military authority, thé 
Reich goes on to say it is possible that 
Russia is on the eve of a maneuver 
which will consist of the retirement of 
the army from the line of the Vistula 
to new defensive positions marked by 
the etrong fortresses of Kovna, Grodno 
and Brest-Litovsk (100 miles east of 
Warsaw). In conclusion, the Reich lays 
emphasis upon the necessity of giving 
greater weight to strategic than political 
considerations. 

The Bourse Gazette directs attention 
to an interview obtained by its military 
writer, who says the 70 German div)- 
sions, all the German cavalry and a big 
part of the Austro-Hungarian army, is 


. ‘at present operating against Russia, 


thereby preventing such concentration 
of the Russian army on the northern 
front as would be necessary if Russia 
undertook, at this time, a decisive ag- 
gressive movement.

WASHINGTON, July 22%.—Rear Aa- 
miral Caperton in a cablegram from 
Port au Prince to the Navy Department 
roday reports the revolutionists quiet in 
both the capital and in Cape Haitien. 
He says he is guarding the French le- 
gation in Port au Prince while the U. 
&. cruiser Eagle landed 20 men to per- 


form like service for the French con- 
sulate at Cape Haitien, refugees there 
fearing possible attack. The Admiral’s 
cablegram follows: 

“The landing force entered Port au 
rrince and bivouacked for the night at 
the market place. A guard was placed 
at the French legation. No serious dis- 
turbance. This action was decided on 
after cunsultation with the American 
Charge d@’Affairs and French and Brit- 
ishi Charge d’Affaires. The French war- 
ship Descartes is expected tonight. 

“Two companies of marines and two 
companies of seamen were landed at 
5.50 p. m Have information from cvem- 
mander of the U. 8. S. Eagle, reporczing 
conditions at Cape Haitien quiet, but 
Eagle landed 20 men at Cape Haitien to 
protect French consulate for fear of

PUBLIC CLAIMS UNIDENTIFIED 
HOY, LOST ON THE EASTLAND 


Mound of Flowers Rising About Body 
and Dozens of Persons Offer to 
Bury Him. 

CHICAGO, July 29.—In the morgue of 
the Eastland dead there still lies the 
body of “No. 396," an 8-year-old boy, 
unclaimed and unidentified. Except for 
a hole in the knee of his trousers, there 
is no distinguishing mark about his ap- 
parel, and as none of the thousands of 
searchers for the missing could place 
him, the public has claimed him for its 

kin, 

A mound of flowers is rising about 
the little body and to each wreath 's 
pinned a kindly message. ‘‘For 396, a 
poor kid,” reads one. ‘For the little 
boy—from Mrs. O. J. L.” says another. 
“For No. 396, the poor little kiddie,” is 
a third. 

More than a dozen persons have vol- 
unteered to bury the lad and the Boy 
Scouts have offered to give him a mili- 
tary funeral. Coroner Hoffman says the 
body will be preserved as long as possi- 
ble—perhaps another week—for identifi- 
cation.

Morris Gordon, supervisor of 
the department, and his wife, Nellie 
Gordon, who is a clerk’ in the depart- 
ment, aré in San Francisco. 

Pemberton Gordon, 14-year-old broth- 
er of Morris Gordon and second son of 
State Auditor John P. Gordon, had been 
in charge of the office since the depart- 
ure of his brother, but left yesterday 
morning on an extended automobile trip 
and will be gone several days. 

The fanitor of the Capitol building 
opens the doors of the offices each 
morning and closes them at noon, but 
yesterday and today nobody has occu- 
pied them. There is no card on the 
cdoor or other means of directing per- 
sons who have business with the depart- 
ment to where they might obtain serv- 
ice. 

Auditor Gordon’s wife receives a sal- 
ary of $150 a month as a clerk in her 
husband's oluce, said yesterday over 
the telephone that Pemberton was ex- 
pected to return from his auto tour in 
a day or two.

John W. Calhoun, president of the 
“American Neutrality League,’’ which 
published advertiseinents :n the German 
news:apers this morni.ag declaring it to 
be the duty of every American citizen 
<oO aitend an anti- 
war demonstiativn at Delmar Garden 
Saturday to prvuiest against the exporta- 
tion of arms an:] war material, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter tuday that the 
league had been vdivught into disrepute 
by the activities of German sympa- 
thizers in the organ‘zatic2. 

Althongi: Calhour:'s name appeared in 
vig type at the bottum of the adver- 
tisement, as president ot the organiza- 
tiun, he dcclared that he had not signed 
the édve‘tisement, and did not know 
that 1: was to be ; ulwisbed in the Ger- 
man nNeWspapers. 

Calhoun declared algo 
hirhly displeased wit some of the 
speakers who have been announced 
fer the meeting by Jonn C. Meyers, 
who is managing the anti-war demon- 
Stration. Calhoun declared that he re- 
garded it as highly improper to invite 
Prof. Kuhnemann of the University of 
Wisconsin, an exchange professor, to 
speak at a meeting to protest against 
the sale of arms. 

Can’t Get Names of Speakers. 

“Prof. Kuhnemann is not even an 
American citizen, and he has been one 
of the active workers in behalf of the 
cause of Germany in the present war,’’ 
Calhoun said. ‘‘In fact, the league has 
rever been able to ascertain from Mey- 
ers who the speakers are going to be. 

“The league has had a very unfortu- 
nate existence....d&, .hae-been brought 
into disrepute by the pro-German agi- 
tators. Our first big meeting at the 
Coliseum left a bad impression when 
the managers permitted the singing of 
‘Deutschland Uber Alles and when 
several pro-German and antl-English 
speakers were invited. 

“The real object of the league is to 
protest against the exportation of arms. 
We believe the neutrality of the United 
States can best be protected by an 
arms embargo. 

“About cne-third of our membershi» 
is German, another third Irish Nation- 
alist, and one-third American. The 
Irish Nationalists are anti-British. 

Wanted BSryan to Speak. 

“We have had three meetings tg try 
to get from Meyers a list of speakers 
for this meeting. He asked the league 
for permission, several weeks ago, to 
use its name in getting up an anti-war 
demonstration. His object was to bring 
Bryan to St. Louis to speak. He saw 
that Bryan had an audience of 70,000 in 
New York, when Bryan spoke there 
immediately after his resignation, and 
he thought Bryan would draw wel] 
here.”’

Had Son in American Army, 
Meyers, who has charge of all the ar- 

rangements for the neutrality meeting, 
was born in Germany, but he said this 
morning that he was just as much of 
an American as anybody else. 

“One of my sons has served in the 
United States Army, and the other in 
the navy.” Meyers said, “and if I had 17 
nmrore they would all have to serve their 
country. If we get into war with Ger- 
many, I will see that they fight for the 
United States.

“LL DIE LIKE A MAN 


Justice Ford’s Denial of Third 
Trial Thought to Have Ended 
Efforts for Condemned Man. 


Whitman to Hear New 
Plea of Mrs. Becker 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 29. 
OV. WHIIMAN and Maj. 
(3 Moore, his military secre- 
tary, left Albany this morn- 
ing by automobile for Camp Whit- 
man, near Fishkill, to review the 
State troops encamped there. Be- 
fore leaving, Gov. Whitman fre- 
ceived a telegram from Mrs. 
Charlies Becker, asking for an in- 
terview to make a final plea for 
her husband’s life. He replied that 
he was compelled to leave Albany, 
but would receive Mrs. Becker on 
his return, which will be about 6:30 
this evening. She arrived here at 
11:30 a. m. and learned of the Gov- 
ernur’s departure. 

Shortly before Mrs. Becker’s ar- 
rival the public entrance to the 
executive chamber in the Capitol 
was closed and a plain-clothes man 
placed on guard. An unconfirmed 
rumor said that the authorities hag 
learned that some New York gun- 
men had arrived in Albany. 

After a consultation with William 
Orr, Gov. Whitman’s private sec- 
retary, over the telephone, Mrs. 
Becker and Attorney Johnston 
went to a hotel.

Justice Ford's decision denying Beck-:r 
a third trial. 

The sole hope of saving Becker lay 
with Gov. Whitman today. Counse] for 
the ‘condemned man announced today 
that they had abandoned the idea of 
appealing to Judge Hogan of the Court 
of Appeals at Syracuse for a stay of 
execution, pending appeal to. the Court 
of Appeals from the decision handed 
down last night by Justice Ford. 

Judge Hogan is the one Justice of the 
Court of Appeals who did not concur 
in the prevailing optnion of the Court 
of Appeals, and, according to Martin 
T. Manton of Becker’s counsel, he en- 
tertained some doubt as to Becker's 
guilt. 

The attorneys added that-the only 
course remaining open for them was to 
appeal to the Governor to _ reprieve 
Becker until October, when the Court 
of Appeals reconvenes. Should _ the 
Governor grant such a stay of execu- 
tion, counsel said they would enter an 
appeal from the decision of Supreme 
Court Justice Ford, who last night de- 
clined to grant a new trial. 

Defends Becker’s Past. 

‘There is absolutely no truth in the 
statement that Becker offered to plead 
guilty to murder in the secend degree 
or any other degree, so far as I know,” 
said Manton. ‘Becker will go to the 
chair with a dying declaration of in- 
rocence.”’ 

According to Manton, Gov. Whitman 
had in his possession at the time of tue 
Becker trial, a report that Becker's first 
wifsa died. in suspicious circumstances. 
Manton said this information was en- 
tirely erroneous. 

Mrs. Becker in her final plea to the 
Governor tonight will present data to 
correct any impression he might have 
regarding thie matter, Manton said. 

“Tt have decided not to go to Sing 
Sing today,”’ said Becker's counsel. ‘‘I 
believe Becker should have this day to 
prepare to meet his God.” 

Turns His Face to Wall, 

Becker was reported to be bearing up 
well today under the realization that 
virtually all hope of his escaping the 
electric chair had passed. 

Less than an hour after Becker re 
ceived word that Supreme Court Justice 
Ford had denied his appeal for a third 
trial, the condemned man threw himseif 
on his cot. Becker lay with his face 
to the wall, and the guard said he did 
not move all night. 

When Becker returned to his cell from 
breakfast this morning he found that 
his clothing, personal belongings, an‘) 
even the few furnishings of the cell had 
been removed. On a ngw cot lay a thin 
black suit, white shirt with soft collar 
and a black tie. Black stockings and 
soft felt slippers were also provided. 

Father Cashin, the prison chaplaip, 
and Becker's spiritual adviser, was ex- 
pected to spend considerable time with 
the condemned man today and tonigh: 
Father Cashin will also accompany 
Becker to the death chamber. 

His Wife's Last Visit. 

Mrs. Helen Becker, wife of the con- 
demned man, was expected to arrive to- 
day to spend the last hours allowed her 
with her husband. Thomas Mott Os- 
borne, Warden of Sing Sing, announced 
that he would leave the prison late to- 
day. The Warden is opposed to capital 
punishment, and has never been at the 
prison during an execution. Deputy 
Warden Johnson will have charge of 
the execnition.

R. Duffy, former Assemblyman, and 
Richard TT.

K. Thaw escape from the asylum at 
Matteawan, N. Y., Aug, 17, 1913, ended 
a three-days’ ‘“‘vacation” in Pittsburg 
today, and incidentally made a “sat- 
isfactory arrangement,” according to 
Duffy, whereby Thaw, upon his re- 
turn from the Panama-Pacific Expo- 
sition, will grant “certain favors’ to 
the men who opened the ee to 
liberty for him. 

Their stay was featured ae visits 
to the Thaw home in Beech wood 
boulevard, calls at the office of At- 
torney William A. Stone in the Frick 
Annex Building, and sight-seeing 
trips. 

“You can say we are going away 
satisfied,” Duffy said. 

“Say, what's wrong with Thaw, 
anyway?” Duffy continued. “What's 
the town got against him? We've 
been around a lot, but Harry sure 
has ‘gone flat’ here, in his home 
town. We expected to have a great 
time here, gut everywhere we go they 
seem to have scratched him off the 
list. 

“Why, in New York his name 
means almost a torchlight procession. 
I can’t understand it. I suppose it's 
because there's so many millionaires 
in Pittsburg.” 

Duffy was asked if it were true he 
and the other men had come to Pitts- 
burg to get their pay for effecting 
Thaw’s escape from Matteawan. He 
said: “As far as money is concerned, 
we got ours, and plenty of it, long 
before we came here. We just came 
over to see Harry before he goes to 
the ccast to the exposition.”

Capt. Guest, who is aid-de-camp to 


Field Marshal French, and Josiah 
Wedgewood. who returned wounded 
from the Dardanelles.

“We can buy from America: let the 
Englishman fight,”” said Wedgewood. “I 
do not say that compulsion is necessary 
yet, but I do say that what we want its 
a declaration from the Prime Minister 
that if circumstances require he will 
not shy at that possibility. 

“What we want in this country more 
than money and shells is a leader. For 
God’s sake give us a man who will 
lead, without fear of the consequences.

Judge Decided Question on Birthday. 
The final arbiter of Becker’s fate—big, 
good-natured John Ford—sat haggard 
and worn out in his office high in the 
Emigrant Industrial Savings Bank Build- 
ing last night as he called into his pri- 
vate room a dozen newspaper men 
whom he had summoned. 

“Gentlemen, the motion is denied,’’ 
he said, and he handed out typewritten 
copies of his decision, which caused a 
sort of gasp of surprise. The general 
belief had ‘been that because of the 
length of the decision he was preparing 
it was in Becker’s favor. ,The Justice, 
in his shirt sleeves, slumping wearily 
back in his chair. 

‘This is my birthday,” he said. ‘I 
was 53 today. I should be in the coun- 
try with my wife and daughters, and 
here I am, doing this. But it had to be 
done.” 

In two sentences, then, Justice Ford 
explained why he had denied the mo- 
tion made by Becker’s attorneys: 

“T have weighed all the affidavits and 
have accepted them with full faith and 
credit—and they are insufficient. 

“The power of the Supreme Court in 
a criminal case of this sort is so limited 
Lv the law that I could not do other- 
wise in these circumstances than refuse 
a new trial.” 

Revelations Not New Evidence. 
In reply to a series of questions, the 
Judge said: 

“None of the revelations made by 
Becker in his reeent lengthy statement 
can be considered, under any interpre- 
ution of section 45 of the criminal 
code, as new evidence.* True, they - re 
1.0t brought out at the trial upon which 
he was finaily convicted, but they were 
known to Becker himself, even before 
his first trial. He should have divulged 
them. 

“As I point out in my decision, there 
are reasons of public policy for making 
the boundaries of latitude so narrow in 
uch cases as this. We are all familiar 
with the popular discontent over the 
tardiness of convictions, and the so 
called delays of the law. That is ons 
reason why the granting of a new trial 
is made difficult. Why. if the retrial 
could be granted on such grounds as 
are here presented it would always be 
possible to get new trials. 

“The law doubtless takes into con- 
sideration also the feeling of great re- 
sponsibility which a Judge experiences, 
and the reluctance which he naturally 
has in sending a man to death and «40 
it hedges him about with restrictions 
which compel him to overcome those 
feelings.

WHITMAN CERTAIN 
OF BECKER’S GUILT 


Condemned Man Always Ready 
to Confess to Murder in 


Second Degree. 

ALBANY’ N. Y., July 29.—Gov. Whit- 
man, when informed that Justice Ford 
had refused to grant former Police 
Lieutenant Becker a new trial, said the 
evidence was conciusive against Becker 
and that Justice lord could have ren- 
dered no other decision on the facts. 

“If I had any doubt about Becker’s 
guilt I would pardon him in a minute,” 
the Governor said. 

Those persons who are closest to Gov. 
Whitman know that he never has ha.l 
the slightest doub* of Becker’s guilt 
and has been entirely sincere in his 
feeling that the man should be pun- 
ished by death for 
Rosenthal’s murder. Beyond the bri: 
quoted comment the Governor wouid 
not go, nor would he remain with in- 
terviewers to hear details of Justice 
Ford's decision. 

Reasons That Sway Whitman. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
able to learn some of the reasons for 
the Governor’s confidence that no mis- 
take had been made. The following is 
said upon excellent authority: 

Nothing was brought out by Becker 
in his fight for a third trial that Gov. 
Whitman did not know on either the 
first or second trial, but he could not 
introduce the matters recently revealed, 
under the Pules of evidence on the lines 
laid down by th: Court of Appeals in 
the first verdict, when the injection of 
politics into the case was strongly dep- 
recated. 

Many women throughout the State 
have been urging the Governor to com- 
mute Becker’s sentence on the plea that 
Becker’s family life was pure. This ap- 
peal, however, has not impressed Whit- 
man.

Not First Murder Involving Becker. 

The District Attorney's office, the 
Governor knows, is confident that the 
Rosenthal murder is not the first in 
which Becker was concerned.

Manton, Becker’s lawyer 
in the second trial, acted honorably all 
through the trial, and that, aithough 
Manton believed Becker was perhaps 
as vile a grafter as New York City had 
seen in many days, he did not believe 
him guilty of murder.

SPECTEROF DEFEAT 
IS OVER ENGLAND, 
SAYS RALPH CONNOR 


No Hope of Victory and Little 
Hope of Draw Unless Con- 
ditions Change, He Writes. 


Special to the Post- -Dispatch. 
TORONTO, Ontario,, July 29.—The Rev. 


I'r. Charles W. Gordon, who perhaps 
is better known as Ralph Connor, au- 
thor and minister, has written to the 
Toronto Globe, a newspaper which is 
‘ntensely loyal to England, that Great 
Britain ‘“‘faces the specter of defeat in 
this war.”’ 


The Rev. Dr. Gordon is chaplain of the 
lorty-third Battalion, Cameron High- 
landers, and has returned to Canada 
with his brother, Lieut. A. R. Gordon of 
the same regiment, who was danger- 
ously wounded. In his letter to the 
Globe, to which he signed the name 
Ralph Connor, the Rev. Dr. Gordon 
says, in part: 

“Everyone has been dutifully saying 
that this war is a serious business, but 
no man.living, not even Kitchener him- 
self, knew till three months ago just 
how serious it was. Kitchener knows 
now. Asquith knows. Lloyd-George 
knows. Bonar Law knows; the labor 
leaders of Britain and the lebor unions 
know just how serious, how deadly se- 
rious, this war is. 

“And on London streets and in Lon- 
don offices, in the drawing rooms and 
at week-ends men are asking each other 
in whispers questions they would not 
dare to ask aloud, and are getting an- 
swers sometimes that give a queer feel- 
ing at their British hearts. 

“Every man in the empire that ought 
to be listened to sees no hope of victory, 
absolutely none, and Mttle hope of even 
a drawn battle, unless conditions be 
changed—changed so as to be utterly 
different from those under which the 
war has hitherto been waged.

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GOODS FOR U. 3. 
AT ROTTERDAM 


Shipments Being Held Up Pend- 
ing Result of British-Amer- 
ican Negotiations. 


NEUTRAL PORT BLOCKADE 


Defense of Right of Such Action 
Chief Feature of England’s 
Supplemental Note. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—Goods con- 
signed to American citizens valued at 
$150,000,000 are lying on the docks of 
Rotterdam, Holland, held up by the 


British Order in Council forbidding all 
commerce with Germany or Austria. 
Movement of the merchandise depends 
upon the result of the British-American 
negotiations over the Order of Council. 

Inquiries from this Government have 
brought forth the statement that Great 
Britain proposes to blockade Belgian 
rorts and invoke the Order in Council 
against German goods from Belgium. 
Representations have been made by the 
shippers, however, showing that some 
of the shipments tied up are bona fide 
Belgian products, produced by Belgian 
workmen in Belgian factories and that 
their delivery will in no way benefit 
Germany. Officials here hope to gain 
the release of this class of shipments 
by informal negotiations. 

Blockade of Neutral Ports. 

Defense of the right of a belligerent 
to blockade a neutral port through 
which an enemy is receiving supplies 
or attempting to market his own prod- 
ucts is to be the chief feature of the 
supplemental note Great Britain is pre- 
paring in reply to the American pro- 
test against the enforcement of the 
order in council. The original note re- 
ceived last Monday has been withheld 
from publication at the request of Sir 
Edward Grey, British Foreign Minister, 
pending the arrival of the supplementul 
communication which is expecied with- 
in a week, 

All other issues than that of the 
blockade of neutral ports, it is learne-1, 
will be regarded by the British Gov- 
ernment as subsidiary and proper for 
later discussion. Upon recognition by 
neutral governments of the principle 
from the British viewpoint, depends 
the ability of a belligerent, which has 
otherwise established control of ths 
seas, to profit by the enormous  ex- 
penditure and sacrifice which made pos- 
sible that control. The matter is ali 
important in the British view. 

Council Order Is International Law. 

Two developments not discussed in 
the original note will be taken up in the 
supplemental communication. The first 
of these is the American caveat of July 
17 conveying the notification that the 
United States Government would not 
recognize the Order in Council as a sub- 
stitute for the provisions of interna- 
tional law. 

The second point arose tn connection 
with the enforced unloading on the 
Lendon docks of the cargo of the 
American steamer Neches, June 24. The 
ship was en route from Rotterdam to 
New York with a cargo of noncontra- 
band, mostly of German and Belgian 
crigin. It included several thousand 
prayerbooks, rabbit skins, drugs and 
even some cotton. The British Gov- 
ernment asserted the right under its 
blockade of Germany and that part of 
Belgium at present under German con- 
trol to prevent any goods from being 
exported, the sale of which might aid 
the enemy financially. 

Because the principal American argu- 
ment is directed to that phase of the 
right of blockade which affects goods 
sought to be introduced into an enemy's 
country, it is believed that the British 
Foreign Office felt it necessary to sup- 
plement the original note by an argu- 
ment extending the claim to cover the 
case of goods exported from the enemy 
country through a neutral port. 

civil War Precedents. 

Civil War precedents in regard to the 
right of blockade formed the chief basis 
of the British argument, attention being 
especially called to the famous “Spring- 
bok” case before the United States Su- 
preme Court developing the ‘‘continuous 
voyage’ theory. Though this doctrine 
which it is asserted justifies a bellig- 
erent in blockading a neutral port, was 
strongly resisted by European nations, 
the fact that it was finally accepted in 
its entirety by the Alabama claims 
commission was sufficient to make it an 
enduring principle of international law, 
according to the British view. 

Incidentally it is contended by Great 
Britain in its communication that the 
execution of these Orders in Council so 
far has not resulted in any damage tv 
American trade. According to the Brit- 
ish view, that trade has waxed enor- 
zously large since the beginning of the 
war, Amerif{n Treasury figures showing 
an increase of $200,000,000 in exports in 
1l months, while the American ocean 
fvelght has grown by 744,000 tons. 

Imports From Germany. 

Significant as indicating the amount of 
American goods centering Germany and 
Austria attention is directed to official 
statements that the exports of the 
United States to The Netherlands have 
increased from $93,000,000 to $122,000.00, 
t>? Sweden from $12,000,000 to $71,000,000; to 
Norway from $7,000,000 to $35,000,000, and 
tc Denmark from $13,000,000 to $70,000,000 

That America received a fair supply 
of goods from Germany, notwithstanding 
the war, is shown, the British Govern- 
ment claims, by the fact that in eight 
months the imports from that country 
to the United States aggregated $36,000,000

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GERMANY PUBLISHES FIRST 
OF BELGIAN SECRET NOTES 


Letters Said to Have Been Seized in Brussels 
Purport to Show Efforts of England to 
Form Coalition Against Germany.

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BERLIN, via London, July 2.—The 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung (gov- 
ernment organ) began the publication 
this morning of a series of documents 


purporting to be secret Belgian diplo- 
matic reports found in Brussels by the 
Germans and describing international 
political events from the time of the 
Moroccan crisis, until the beginning of 
the present conflict. The purpose of 
their publication is to prove that Ger- 
many maintained a peaceful attitude 
throughout this period. 

The papers published this morning in- 
clude alleged reports made to Baron 
de Favereau, former Belgian Foreign 
Minister, by Count de Lalaing, former 
Belgium Minister to. Great Britain; 
Baron Greind)], Minister to  Serlin; 
Baron Leghait at Paris and Count 
Dursel, Charge d’Affairs at Berlin. 
These repo-ts date from 195 and deal 
with European politics, especially the 
attitude of the Triple Dntente towar’ 
Germany. 

Count Lelaing and Baron Greindl are 
quoted as having reported in February, 


1905, that British hostility to Germany 
was caused by jealous? at the latter na- 
tion's commercial and naval growth. 
Lalaing is said to have asserted that 
the British feared the days of their na- 
val supremacy were numbered. 

A statement attributed to Baron Les- 

halt, writing under date of May 7, 196, 
was that while King Edward was 'n 
Paris he said the confidence existing 
between Germany and France had dis- 
appeared and conditions were like those 
20 years earlier.

WASHINGTON, July 2@—State De- 


partment officials today were drafting 
a note to Germany, asking payment for 
less of the American steamer Leelanaw, 


which was torne(red by a German sub- 
marine off the Orkney Islands, last Sun- 
day, on the ground of violation of the 
Prussian-American treaty of 1828 

Preparation of the ducument followed 
the receipt of a report from American 
Consul Denniscn at Dundee, Scotland, 
which showed that the Leelanaw’'s cap- 
tain attempted to escape, but submitted 
tu visit and search alter warning shots 
had been fired. Officials hold that the 
right to escape is conceded by interna- 
tional law, only repeated attempts t»> 
evade capture or forcible resistance be- 
ing regarded as affecting the case. 

Any doubts in the mind of officials 
that the treaty had been violated was 
removed by unofficial advices which said 
that the German submarine commander 
was unwilling to jettison the Leelanaw’s 
‘argo and to allow her to proceed. The 
claim for damages is similar to that 
made in the case of the William P. 
Frye. 

The complete report from Consul 
Dennison, dated yesterday, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Leelanaw's crew here All safe. 
Sail Saturday on St. Paul Master 
under oath states sighted German sub- 
marine, July 2%, 60 milea north of Ork- 
neys. Endeavored to escape. Fired on 
at distance of two miles, shot falling 
snort. Hove to and stopped. Submarine 
signaled for ship's papers, which were 
sent.

The retention by the German aub- 
marine commander o; the ship's papers 
brings up a point that never has been 
Fettled, but in the present war there 
have been many such cases as. when 
the William P. Frye was sunk by the 
Prinz Eltel Friederich. This point prob- 
ably wil! not be disputed. American 
naval commanders tn the past have been 
inetructed to keep the papers of any 
rrizes destroyed for later consideration 
by prize courts.

Collector of Port Testifies He 
Closed Gangway After Baby, 
2500th Person, Passed. 


NO PANIC, HE DECLARES 


Secretary Redfield Personally 
Examines Witnesses at Depart- 
ment of Commerce Hearing. 


CHICAGO, July 29.—Examination of 
witnesses in the ing”iry of the United 
States Department of Commerce into 
the cause of the Eastland disaster be- 
gan here today under the personal su- 
pervision of Secretary Redfield. 

While this inquiry was progressing, 
United States District Atterney Clyne 
prepared io impanel a Jederal grand 
jury to investigate the question of 
criminal responsibility for the accident, 
In the State’s Attorney’s office efforts 
were directed to determine the extent 
of the jurisdiction of the State grand 
jury over the persons held by the Cor- 
oner’s jury for grand jury action. Doubt 
was expressed over the jurisdiction of 
the State over Federal officials. 

District Attorney Clyne visited the 
Eastland and inspected the hull for the 
first time. He hinted that some well 
known excursion steamers ‘‘might have 
to come off the lake.’’ 

At the opening of the inquiry of the 
Department of Commerce to determine 
the amount of blame, if any, to be 
placed on Federal steambeat inspectors, 
Secretary HRedfield’said: 

“This hearing is imperative under the 
statutes of the United States. It will be 
confined to the conduct of the licensed 
‘otficers who had to do with the steam- 
er Eastland. This inquiry has not been 
ordered by anyone. It takes place au- 
tomatically as in other accidents of less 
moment.’”’ 

Robert H. McCreary, Deputy Ccollec- 
tor of Customs of the Port of Chicago, 
told of placing inspectors on the East- 
land to count the passengers and of 
making arrangements for one of the in- 
spectors to sleep on board Friday night 
so that no passengers ceuld be taken 
aboard without being counted..... 

‘I went to the boat about 7 a’cloc 
Saturday morning,” said McCreary. 
‘There I saw Inspectors Oakley and 
Lobdell in charge on the gangway. I 
watched them until the count reachea 
we. WwW. K. Greenebaum, who had 
chartered the boat, also was there and 
asked me several times about the count. 
When the count reached 2460 I took 
Oakiey’s place and counted to 275. 
Then we shut off the gangway until 
only one could come aboard ata time. 1 
counted off 20, one at a time, and told 
Inspector Lobdell to let on five more. 
Your women and a baby in arms came 
aboard and I counted the baby as the 
£500th person.” 


There Was Panic. 
The tness explained that a baby 


was counted as a passenger the same 
@s an adult under orders from/( Gen. 
George Ubler,- Supervising om cape 
General of the Federal Steamboat In- 
gpection Service. J 

“You are personally sure that there 
were only 2500 persons on board the 
Eastland, exclusive of the crew? asked 
Secretary Redfield. \ 

“T am positive," replied the witness. 

McCreary denied that there was any 
panic among the passengers or that 
they rushed to the dock side rail when 
the boat listed. 

Inspector-General Uhler testified that 
no case of overcrowding or violation of 
the passenger limit had been proved in 
the last 20 years. Speaking of the navi- 
gation department, Gen. Uhler said: 

“We never had such an efficient force 
as we have now. The men pass the 
hardest examinations that we hold. This 
year inspectors have worked daily. Pre- 
viously they were sent to boats only on 
Sundays and holidays. 

Competency of Crew an Issue, 

One of the points to be laid before the 
Grand Jury is the competency of the 
crew of the Eastland, reports of in- 
vestigators indicating that many of the 
members of the crew wero unfamiliar 
with nautical work. Evidence support- 
ing a charge of negligence also will be 
Presented to the Grand Jury. 

“I am going to wait until the proper 
authorities get through, and if they 
don’t do anything, I'll start something 
that will shake the town up,” said 
Mayor Thompson today, when asked 
whether he was going to investigate 
the Eastland disaster. 

A charge of manslaughter was raised 
by the Coroner’s jury early today 
against William H. Hull, general man- 
ager of the company owning the East- 
land; Harry Pedersen, captain of the 
Eastland; Joseph N. Erickson, chief en- 
fineer of the Eastland; Walter K. 
Greenbaum, general manager of the 
Indiana Transportation Co., which char- 
tered the Eastland; and Robert Reid 
and J. C. Eckliffe, steamboat inspectors 
at Grand Haven, Mich. The jury de- 
clared that the Eastland was “both im- 
properly corfstructed for the service em- 
loved and improperly loaded, operated 
and maintained, and that the parties 
na -ed are responsible.” 

An investigation of the circumstances 
of the construction of the boat was rec- 
ommended to “ascertain if there can be 
found legal methods by which those re- 
sponsible for its defect in construction 
can e held accountable.” 

State’s Attorney Hoyne wil! decide to- 
day how far the county grand jury can 
proceed in view of Socretary Redfield’s 
representations yesterday that the State 
lacks jurisdiction over Federal inspec- 
tors in another State.

TEUTONS SMUGGLE 
SHELLS TO TURKEY 
IN BEER KEGS 


Rumania Reports Iced Cars Con- 
tained Munitions; Arms Con- 
cealed in False Walls. 


PARIS, July 2.—A _ report . from 
Bucharest that orders had been issued 
to the Rumanian officials at all frontier 
«tations to. make the most thorough ex- 
amination of all freight cars owned by 
Austria-Hungary, Germany and Turkey, 
to prevent any possibility of the passage 
through Rumanian territory of muni- 
tions and arms, was officially confirmed 
today at the Rumanian legation in 
Paris. 

It is reported that carloads of beer 
barrels ‘packed in ice, sent from Ger- 
many to Turkey, were examined and the 
barrels found to contain war munitions. 
The freight cars are reported to have 
been provided with false bottoms and 
walls, behind which arms were hidden. 
Every device known to modern smug- 
glers is said to have been ‘used to pass 
arms and munitions through Rumania 
for the Ottoman troops. 

Because of this state of affairs, the 
advices from Bucharest say, the Ru- 
manian Government has requested en- 
tente allied powers to lend its experi- 
enced customs exaininers and detectives 
to assist in enforcing the prohibition of 
transit in munitions. 

“All of which,’’ said an interested 
diplomat, questioned here today regard- 
ing the truth of rumors that Rumania 
already had concluded an intervention 
agreement with the triple entente pow- 
ers and was only awaiting the concur- 
rence of Italy, ‘‘tends to prove that the 
negotiations for Rumania’s early entry 
into the war on the side of the entente 
are proceeding satisfactorily.”

State Finds Daily Production 
117,000 Loaves; That of 
American Company Above 

15,0,000. 


The output of the independent bakeries 
of St. Louis is 117,000 loaves a day, 
according to statements obtained by 
Assistant Attorney-General Ewing and 
read today into the record of the ‘‘Bread 
Trust” ouster hearing at the Planters’ 
Hotel. Secretary Freund of the Amer- 
ican Bakery Co. said in his testimony 
a few days ago that the output of the 
American Bakery Co. was about 150,000 
loaves a day, adn that of the independ- 
ents 225,000 loaves. Independent bakers 
say the output of the American Bakery 
Co. is not less than 200,000 loaves a 
day. 

The contention of the State is that 
the American Bakery Co. has virtually 
@ monopoly of the local bread trade. The 
statements read into the record by 
Ewing today show that Freund's esti- 
mate of the independents’ output was 
something like 80 per cent too high. 

The bakery company started its de- 
fense in the ouster suit after its attor- 
ney, Sam B. Jeffries, had filed a de- 
murrer, and it had been taken under ad- 
visement. The first evidence intro- 
duced admitted a combination of seven 
bakeries, but tended to show that there 
was never an attempt to conceal the 
fact that the combination existed, and 
thus obtain an unfair advantage in 
trade. Jeffries took up part of the 
morning offering documentary evidence. 

Says Sales Were Outright. 

To show that there had been an 
Outright sale of the component com- 
panies to the American Bakery Co., 
he introduced bills of sale, articles 
of incorporation and resolutions 
of Directors. 
Then he introduced a gift certificate 
for $2 worth of merchandise which 
the company gave to its employes 
last Christmas, | : 

This certificate called for the mer- 
chandise from any store handling 
American Bakery products. Jeffries 
explained that he presented’ these 
certificates to show that the Ameri- 
can Bakery Co. owned the component 
companies. The certificates were giv- 
en in place of the usual Christmas 
turkeys at the request of the retail 
grocers. 

Jeffries also offered in. evidence a 
trogram for a retail grocer’s picnic 
which contained an advertisement of the 
American Bakery Cv. The advertise- 
nmicnt contained the names of the branch 
bakeries. 

A. F. Welle, manager of the Welle- 
Boettler Bakery Co., testified that spe- 
cial makes of bread nade by different 
branch bakeries were sold by all the 
salesmep of the American Bakery Co. 

Pie Tray as Evidence, 

Jeffries offered in testimony a ‘‘pie 
plate’ bearing an advertisement of 
a special brand of bread and bearing the 
names of all the branch bakeries. 
Welle corrected him by saying that the 
‘‘pie plate’’ was a tray which was sup- 
rlied to grocers and given by them to 
their customers. 

Few of the advertisements introduced 
rear the name of the American Bakery 
Co., or the name of any one of the 
branch bakeries. Attorney Jeffries said 
it was his contention that it was not 
necessary to show that the advertising 
was done in the name of the American 
Bakery Co. 

Competition for Business? 

Welle said, on cross-examination, that 
it was usual for salesmen representipg 
different branch bakeries to try to in- 
crease their business. He did not know 
whether, in so doing, they ever took 
business away from salesmen repre- 
senting other branches. 

A loaf of bread was shown him by 
Ewing on the wrapper of which was 
“‘Welle-Boettler Bakery.’’ The name 
of the American Bakery Co. did not 
appear. Welle said his recollection was 
that the name of his company before 
the consolidation was the Welle-Boet- 
tler Bakery Co. It was shown that in 
the petition and answer in the present 
proceeding the company is designated as 
the Welle-Boettler Bakery. The arti- 
cles of incorporation will be consulted 
to ascertain whether the loaf label bears 
the Incoporated name of the Welle 
Boettler company.

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AMERICA DECLARED TO BE 
LESS READY FOR WAR THAN - 
WAS ENGLAND YEAR AGO 


Robert R. McCormick Points Out Britain’s Ad- 
vantages in Its Army System and 
Cabinet Methods. 


(Copyright, 1915, by the Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, July 4—The situation in 
which Great Britain finds itself in this 
great war is so similar to that in which 
war would place America that a study 
of it is of special interest. 

To be sure, the difficulties under 
which Gfeat Britain is laboring are not 
&s great as ours would be, and she has 
the use and protection of her extraor- 
cinary navy, which we, in like circum- 
stances, would not have. However, the 
roints of similarity are many and strik- 
ing. 

War came upon England under a Lib- 
eral government. This government had 
been in- power seven years. It stood 
for all that is best in our progress an‘4 
in the liberal side of our democratic 
body. 

It passed a home rule bill for Ireland. 
It had brought to the front religious 
equality in Wales. It passed a series 
of measures for the subdividing of ian? 
ownerships. It stood at the very front 
in its enactments for the benofit of 
workingmen. It found means for in- 
creasing revenue by taxing those best 
able to pay. 

It was, to be sure, not free from the 
leaven of those who believe unprac- 
ticableness and progress to be the same 
thing, but it was able to retain the 
support of this element without ser!- 
cusly yielding to its demands. 

Maintained Navy Neglected Army. 

To its permanent credit, it maintained 
the supremacy of the national fleet. It 
thought necessary, however, to neglect 
the army in many essential. details ‘in 
crder to provide funds for altruistic 
r urposes. 

Parsimony was especially shown 
toward the artillery arm in the battery 
organization adopted, and in the guns 
themselves. The fleld pieces in use were 
greatly inferior to the French 75s, which 
could have been obtained by paving the 
cost of re-equipment. The field how- 
iizers were inexact in shooting, but 
more damning to the makers of the 
budget was a lack of high-power field 
glasses, range finders, fleld telescopes, 
etc. 

Parsimony, backed by aristocracy, was 
responsible for such small pay to offi- 
cers that only men with some independ- 
ent means could afford to be officers, 
and hence from these was required less 
technical skill than Gemanded of officers 
in the continental countries. 

The British army recognized its own 
reorganization upon the Prussian sys- 
tem. 

The present Government must face the 
fact that it did not even stand neutral 
in this contest, but led the opposition 
to the reform. War found the English 
army at home only 150,000 strong! It 
found 260,000 of territorial troops, which, 
however, could not be called into foreign 
war without their consent. 

Better Than U. 8. Congress. 

However, lest the casual reader pass 
too harsh judgment upon the parlia- 
mentary politicians who sent to their 
deaths soldiers less trained and equipped 
than their enemy, let us give them credit 
for greater patriotism and foresight thaa 
the American Congress has ever shown. 

The English army was not divided into 
a number of small army posts in order 
to furnish pie to as many Congressmen 
as possible, but kept in units of a di- 
vision—so that battle tactics could be 
learned. 

With all Europe organized in compre- 
hensive fashion, the reason for Great 
Britain’s backwardness is to be found 
in the hereditary opposition to a stand- 
ing army which incidentally, we inher- 
ited along with other English customs, 
in a false sense of security behind the 
barrier of the channel and in a sense 
of racial superiority and self-content 
and more influential than the hest in re- 
cent years, a group which found men- 
tal and sensuous pleasure, as well as 
financial and political profit, in preach- 
ing a propaganda of national atavism. 

Army Crisis Over Home Rule. 

Sortly before the war broke out came 
the army crisis over home rule. Sir Ed- 
ward Carson organized a military force 
to resist its enforcement. When the 
Government began military steps to en- 
force it the army balked. Field Mar- 
shal Sir John French resigned the po- 
sition of chief of staff; other officers 
resigned their commiss!ons. 

The Secretary of War tried to find a 
middie ground between the home rule 
people and the enemy, failed, and re- 
signed his portfolio. 

The Radical party, which saw no far- 
ther than the sea shore, demanded the 
instant dismissal of the army and the 
‘“Immediate’’ organization of a demo- 
cratic force to coerce Ulster. 

The Prime Minister is the keystone 
of the arch of the British parliamentary 
system. Upon him devolves the re- 
sponsibility of preventing the structure 
from tumbling to the ground. 

Asquith Put Nation Before Party. 

It must be said of Herbert Asquith 
that in these terrible times he has held 
together the most antagonistic elements 
ever present in a Government. Follow- 
ing the attitude which has allowed En- 
}gland to exist as a democracy for cen- 
turies in a continent of autocracies, he 
byt nation before party and retained 
the army, his persona! and political ene- 
mies. 

In addition to his other cares, he took 
on the Ministry of War. A more parti- 
san course would have destroyed his 
country. 

Then the crash came. Nothing was 
farther from the minds of Britishers 
than war. Why the country was at al! 
prepared demands a word of explana- 
tion to Americans. 

The members of the English Cabinet. 
even more than the American, are se- 
lected for their political strength rath- 
er than special fitness. But the mem- 
bers once selected, the portfolios are

member the work to which he is best 
fitted, instead of giving the offices in 
order of their dignity to the Cabinet 
members in order of their political im- 
portance, as with us. 

Not the most important politician, but 
the politiclan most informed on foreign 
affairs is made Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. That member of the Cabinet 
most capable of assisting the navy is 
made Secretary of the Navy. 

How the Nation Was Saved. 

When all British eyes were on the 
crisis in Ireland, Sir Edward Grey, a 
politician, was watching the hand-sized 
cloud over Belgrade. 

Churchill, still more a ‘politician, but 
a patriot, under cover of the domestic 
excitement, held the great fleet mobil- 
ized ready for the rupture. He even 
had the courage and patriotism to. or- 
der, without sanction of Parliament, 
the supplies that would be necessary 
for the beginning of war. © 

It is not necessary to point out that 
in neither our foreign or naval branches 
have we been so manned as to take the 
steps which were taken by the British 
radical Ministers that saved their na- 
tion. 

The first military preparations were 
splendid. Lérd Kitchener, the most 
widely known British General, was 
made Secretary of War. Sir John 
French, considered the greatest British 
tactician, was given command of the 
active force, although he was a well- 
known opponent of the Government. 


What the Army Did. 

The army’s preparedness wags such 
that an army of 150,000 men were landed 
in France with more equipment per man 
and with less effort than Funston’s 
brigade had been transported to Vera 
Cruz three months before. 

I dwell upon this fact now so that 
when the reader sees later how hope- 
lessly inferior to Germany, Russia,’ 
France, and Austria England’s land 
power turned out to be he may realize 
in some measure the desperate condition 
of our own unpreparedness. 

Landed, the British army advanced 
to Belgium, was caught in the colapae. 
of the French offense, fought splendidly 
in retreat, using effectively its only su- 
periority over the Germans—rifle shoot- 
ing—turned at the Marne, fought its 
way back to Ypres, and4 there it stuck. 

How was it that, even in face of a 
hostile Government, this army from the 
outset Of war has been able to do what 
no English or American army has ever 
before been able to do at the outset 
of war? 

' Units and Initiative of Officers. 

The answer is twofold. First, the 
army had been kept in large units and 
maneuvered in large units. Second, the 
initiative of the officers had not been 
dulled by the persecution that exists in 
our army and which seems unavoid- 
able when civilians who have never 
lived under military discipline are given 
military power over others. 

I refer not so much to Presidents and

Secretaries of War and Navy. al- 
though none of these are guiltless, as 
to chairmen of Senate and House Mili- 
tary and Naval Committees and to the 
membership of both houses of Congress. 

Kitchener announced his assumption 
of office by two statements: That En- 
gland needed an army of a million men 
and that they would not take the of- 
fensive in May and not before. (His ex- 
act language was: ‘‘The war will begin 
in May."’) 

Both the numbers and the time re- 
quired seemed absurdly high, and it 
needed all his popularity, at that time 
amounting almost to idolatry, to obtain 
the public acquiescence. How conserv- 
ative they were is shown by the fact 
that now 2,500,000 is the number named, 
apart from losses, and that on July 1 
the new army is not ready to make 
war. 

On the whole, Kitchener with his as- 
Sistants has done an extraordinary 
piece of work. 

He has failed to perform the impos- 
sible and seems in a good way of be- 
ing made a scapegoat for concealing 
the fact that it was impossible.

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DANBURY HATERS 
SURE THEY WILL 
NOT LOSE HOMES 


They Expect Unions to Pay 
$252,000 Judgment Secured 
by Loewe & Co. 


Snecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

DANBURY. Con?.. July 
whn't lose our homes, why worry?” was 
the cheerful greeting given by wives of 
16 union hatters when United States 
Marshals served notice that Loewe & 
Co, were about to dispossess them. 

The Marshals came from Hartford 
heavily armed, and expecting attacks. 
In most cases they were met by the 
wives of the defendants, whose smiles 
were the only disconcerting things they 
encountered. Few of the defendants ex- 
pressed fear they would lose their 
homes. Fifty-three warrants were 
served, and the others will be as quick- 
ly as possible. 

“I was surprised at the courtesy ex- 
tended to me,’ said Marshal Middle- 
brook. “I couJd not understand how 
these people who may lose their homes 
could face the ordeal with a smile.” 

The explanation came from the wife 
of one of the defendants whose home Is 
subject to foreclosure. 

“Why shouldn't we smile?’’ asked she, 
“when we know they will not get our 
homes anyway? The union will look 
after that.’’ 

Law and Labor Conflict, 

The “Danbury hat case,”’ has long 
been one of the country’s noted law and 
labor conflicts. It began in 1900, in an 
attempt to “‘unionize’’ the hat factories. 
Seventy of 82 signed an agreement tv 
‘tunionize,’’ but Loewe & Co. of Dan- 
bury refused. 

That labor union known as the 
‘United Hatters of North America” de- 
clared “war’’ and in connection with 
the American Federation of Labor be- 
gan a nation-wide campaign. Mission- 
aries were sent to the firm's customers 
in an effort to have them buy no more 
“nonunion” hats, Many were won over. 

The next step was by Loewe & Co, 
They sued the individual members of 
the Hatters’ Union under the Sherman 
anti-trust law for $80,000, alleging dam- 
axe to their interstate commerce, and 
asked for a verdict in three-fold as pen- 
alty. Bank accounts, homes and all 
other assets of the individuals were at- 
tached. “ 

Six years later, or in 1908, a verdict 
for $222,000 was rendered by the Fed- 
eral District Court of Connecticut. This 
verdict was set aside by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, and in turn the 
United States Supreme Court reversed 
the Circuit Court, ordering a new trial. 

On @ new trial the Circuit Court gave

-verdict for the full damages—$80,000—to 


be trebled. Back to the United States 
Supreme Court the case was carried, 
and then, on Jan, 6 of this year, the 
verdict was suStained, with $12,000 costs. 


WILSON WILL BE RE-ELECTED, 
DECLARES SENATOR STONE 


Missourian Says People Are With 
President, That He Will Receive 
Popular Majority. 
DENVER, Colo., July 29.—‘‘President 
Wilson will be re-elected next year by 
& very substantial popular majority,” 
said Senator Stone of Missouri in an 

interview here. 

“This country will not get into the 
Buropean war. That is neither an opin- 
ion nor a proprecy: it’s a hope. Or 
course, if another Lusitania is torpe- 
doed, another hundred or more Ameri- 
cans drowned—but I don’t discuss such 
@ possibility. It isn’t a thing to talk 
about. Both Germany and England 
are offenders against the United States, 
and, in my opinion, must be dealt with 
in a firm but sane manner. 

“The people of the United States are 
for and with President Wilson. They 
are not only with him in his foreign 
policy; they are with him.in his domes- 
tie policy as well.” 

Senator Stone, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, with his 
wife, daughter and son, Judge Kim- 
brough Stone of Kansas City, is visiting 
hére while en route to the San Fran- 
cisco Exposition. 

Senator Stone approves the efforts 
heing made by the Government to get 
into fighting shape. “Not for the pur- 
pose of war, but to avoid war,” he said. 


MISSOURI BAND WHICH WAS TO

I attended the Advertising Club’s luncheon at 


the Majestic Hotel yesterday.

| GERMANY’S OBSESSION. 


Von Wiegand, Post-Dispatch correspondent in 


‘| Berlin, finds the Germans shocked by President 


Wilson's firm note and resentful of the American 
attitude towards the German mode of submarine 
warfare on merchant shipping, which has result- 
ed in lawless destruction of American lives and 
ships. He reports the German conviction that 
America is siding with the allies because we 
have not forbidden the sale of arms and ammu- 
nition to the allies and have not taken sharp 
measures against Great Britain for her infrac- 
tions of international law. 

There is a fatal flaw in the German reasoning. 
The Germans cannot see anything but their own 
so-called military necessity, which they hold to 
be predominant over the rights and interests of 
all others; nothing but their war with Great 
Britain and tieir duty to injure the English re- 
gardless of consequences to any and all others. 
German success is placed above all considera- 
tions of friendship, law, ethics, humanity and 
neutral rights—even neutral and noncombatant 
fives. 

Because we do not stop the admitted neutral 
legal right of Americans to sell munitions 
‘abroad and thus by an unneutral and unfriendly 
course to other belligerents make Germany’s -ene- 
mies our enemies we are hostile to Germany. We 
are accused of willfully murdering Germans. 

Because we do not force Great Britain to glift 
the embargo on German sea trade, at any cost 
to ourselves, and thus make war upon Great 
Britain for Germany’s benefit, we are hostile to 
Germany, We are asked to do the work of the 
German navy while: it rides safe in protected har- 


‘| bors. 


Because we do not patiently submit to the law- 


| less killing of Americans and lawless attacks on 
| American ships while Germany is retaliating on 
‘1Great Britain, we are hostile to Germany. What 


difference does the destruction of Americans make 
when German interests are at stake? 

There is a difference between our controversy 
with Great Britain and our controversy with 
Germany. Great Britaih rigidly adheres to the 


,jferms of law. She has sunk no American ships 
‘land killed: no Americans—there is no blood be- 


tween us. Adhering to legal forms and modes, 
she offers defense of her course in legal argu- 
ment and full reparation for acts that prove to be 
illegal. 

Germany admits that her attacks on American 
ships and her destruction of American lives are 
lawless. She throws principles, law, legal forms 
and obligations to the wind and pleads military 
necessity and her will to retaliate on England 
as excuses for injuring us. 

The German attitude is puerile. The German 
protests and pleas are prompted by an obsession 
of the paramountcy of German interests which 
blinds the Germans not only to the interests, but 
the vital rights and the honor of America. 
Whatever we may do to enforce our rights 
against British invasion, we cannot enforce Ger- 
many’s will upon England, We cannot go to 
war with Germany’s enémies for Germany’s 
benefit. We cannot submit to the lawless de- 
struction of American lives and property to hold 
the German friendship. 

If Germany will not see our standpoint and 
concede our righteous demands, we must forfeit 
her friendship. Unfriendly relations will be 
forced upon us to our great regret, but the re- 
sponsibility will rest with Germany and the con- 
sequences will be worse for the Germans than 
for us. Germany needs American friendship now 
and will need it more in the future. 
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There are to be eight separate investigations 
of the Eastland disaster which will mean at 
least 40 investigators. The personnel actually 
needed is one Prosecuting Attorney, one Judge, 
12 jurors, half a dozen bailiffs and a few healthy, 
hardworking turnkeys.

St. Louis is awakening. 

The Mayor’s City Waterways Commission of- 
fers a plan for a beginning of river traffic with 
modern terminal facilities for the handling of 
freight. 

The plan is to construct primarily for the use 
of the municipal waterworks municipal docks 
for river and rail traffic. The docks will be open 
to the use of shippers. The Waterworks Railway 
and the St. Louis Transfer Railway, which will 
be turned over to the city by the Terminal As- 
ciation, will supply rail connections with the 
docks for plants on the river front or on other 
railroads. The St. Louis Transfer Railway con- 
nects with the entire Terminal system. 

The money for the construction of the plant is 
available in the waterworks surplus. That the 
docks would be utilized at once is indicated by a 
pledge of merchants to ship 70,000 tons of freight 
the first year if barge facilities are supplied. 

The docks at the waterworks coal station would 
only begin the river traffic movement. Increas- 
ing demand would be followed by. the construc- 
tion of additional docks at the foot of Market 
street. We hope to see in time a great part of 
the river front devoted to traffic.

Amid scenes of bloodshed as shocking, except 
for narrower extent, as any in Europe, the Hay- 
tian revolutionists yesterday dragged President 
Guillaume from the French legation and killed 
him in the street. . 

Somewhat larger than New Jersey, with a 
smaller population and a debt greater than Peru, 
Hayti is a rich land cursed by appalling ignorance 
and savagery. The descendants of the African 
slaves brought by the Spanish after exterminating 
the Hispaniola Indians have advanced little under 
nominal self-government; in reality, under ‘‘tyr- 
anny tempered by assassination.” 

The black Washington, l’Ouverture, won Hayti’s 

freedom 114 years ago. Not one new administra- 
tion has come into power since by lawful process. 
Every change has been a bloody revolution; and 
there have been many more bloody rebellions 
without change. The land has been kingdom, em- 
pire, republic, empire again, republic once more; 
but under every form has remained a cruel mili- 
tary absolutism. If the reign of “President” Sal- 
omon or Nord Alexis was less monstrous than 
that of “Emperor” Dessalines or Soulouque, it 
was from fear of foreign intervention and punish- 
ment.

Jellied Fish Cutleta—Cut cold 
boiled fish into flat, even pieces, each 
piece the size suitable for one portion; 
lay them in a pan, leaving spaces be- 
tween; place on each piece a thin slice 
of hard-boiled egg, then pour aver them 
just enough aspic jelly to cover them. 
The aspic should have a little lemon 
juice or vinegar mixed with it to make 
it tart. When the jelly is set, cut the 
pieces apart with a sharp knife and ar- 
range them on a dish with creamed 
horseradish sauce.

Tender feet also re- 
quire bismuth mixed with talc powder 
Lrushed over them, and bits of old linen 
dipped in peroxide or any other good 
antiseptic placec between toes that 
chafe.

JESS WON ON HIS MERITS 


Former Champion a Pitiable Ob- 
ject After White Hope Fin- 
ished Him at Havana,

NEW YORK, July 29.—The July 10 
number of John Bull, published ih Lon- 
don, contains a full page article in 
Which Jack J/chnson ts accused of hav- 
ing “laid down” to Jess Willard in the 
Havana fight. The article is based upon 
two alleged Johnson cablegrams to an 

unnamed y.arty in New York. 
These are the cablegrams: 
“You signed a contract to pay me 
$55,000 to lay down to Willard, whith 
You never kept your promixe. 
Nov’ }ou must pay accordiag tu 
contract. Litizgate all you like. I will 
put my case before any court and dress 
in the world. JACK JOHNSON.” 
The secon! cablegram: 
“Blackmail proposition ridiculous. 
Want payment first money taken. Wi- 
lard as 4 fighter, joke. If you confi- 
cence his ahility to beat me, will bet 
you $25,00). Winner’ take all and purs>., 
ae 


: HNSON.” 
Not Quite Crazy. 

These two alleged cablegrams have 
a fishy sound. : 

Willard’s manager—the man - who 
has him signed up with contracts to- 
cay, is Ilarry Frazee, the theatri.al 
man. Frazec’s partner, Webber, put ip 
fhe money to oy off the Havana fight. 
Curley mede the arrangements for Fra- 
zee. In their contract with Willard. the 
champion is to receive 60 per: cent of all 
earnings during the term of the con- 
tract (three years), and Frazee, Web- 
ber, Curley «nd Jones 10 per cent each. 


Without considering the way in 
which such a crooked proposition as 
that outlined in the alleged Johnson 
cablegrams might be viewed by Wil- 
lard’s managers, certainly no one of 
the four would be foolish cnough to 
sign a contract agreeing to pay John. 
son “to Iny down to Willard.” 


That part of the story is too ab- 
surd to merit any consideration. 

And just as certainly Johnson: isn’t 
loony enough to “lay down’ in consid- 
eration of a mere “piece of paper."’ If 
Johnson sold out the Willard fight it 
can be taken as a positive fact that He 
sold out for cash in hand, delivered 
before he entered the rigg. It might 
be argued that Johnson would accept 
such a contract, to hold until the pre- 
moters were able to raise the $60,000, 
knowing they wouldn't dare refuse to 
pay when he could expose them by 
giving out the contract for publication. 
But $60,000 is a lot of money, and n- 
son is altogether too wise to take the 
risk of losing title and money, too. If 
he had any such contract, dependent 
upon secrecy for collection, he never 
would have sent a cablegram which 
would give the whole snap away. 

As for the .second cable, Johnsdn 
would know that there isn't a place in 
the world where he could fight Willard 
again. 

Also, nobody knows better than 
Johnson that Willard isn't a joke. 
For nearly 20 rounds he hammered 
the giant with every blow he knew, 
swinging as desperately as a losing 
champion can, and the twentieth 
found Willard fresh and strong and 
Johnson winded, arm-weary and ut- 
terly discouraged. Whem the knock- 
out came Johnson had degenerated, 
in 26 rounds, from a great, burly 
black fighter to a flabby, trembling 
old man, whose legs could hardly 
carry him around the ring. 

The real explanation of “John Bull's” 
cablegrams may rest with Johnson. 
Overfoxy, he may have convinced him- 
self that it is better to be known as 
a faker than as a man who has beén 
whipped.° A peculiar sort of 
possible to Johnson. He may 
the cablegrams—and arranged 
“John Bull” to get coples. In that 
case he overreached, for “John Bull's” 
“exposure’’ will probably. cause him 
ro be barred in England as he in 
many other countries.
